In addition to the 
123 individual bilateral agree- 
ments, the participating countries 
also signed an overall tariff and 
trade apreement. This agreement, 
known nos the “General ‘Agree- 
tnent on Tariffs ond Trade." be- 
came a forerunner of the World 
Trade Charter signed by 63 
nations at Havana.

Tokyo, Apr. 7.--The Japaneso 
Government's Welfare Minister 
announced today he was pre- 
paring plans for a national birth 
control programme to meet the 
“menace of over-population. 

The minister, —Tojl Hayashi, 
told the Jower house of the Diet, 
In response to questioning from 
the floor, that the Welfare 
Ministry Is considering 3 num- 
ber of. plans for providing 
“effective and: proper means of 
birth control.’”’ 

.A small scale popular edu- 
eatlon drive, including radlo 
programmes, was thought 
necessary © for checking the 
population increase and tho 
best methods of birth control 
already has been launched by 
the Ministry. The accent is on 
personal responsibility to help 
solve’ the roblem, which 
American offclals have called a 
threat to the American financed 
Japanese self-sufficiency drive. .
